MOSCOW (UPI)—The Krem­ 
lin today opened its long-await­ 
ed Communist “ unity” confer­ 
ence. Communist China led a 
list of Asian nations boycotting 
the session.

the headquarters of the Soviet

MONTREAL (UPI) - An ex­ 
plosion shattered an apartment 
building occupied by about 40 
families today, killing at least 
15 persons and burying others 
alive under tons of rubble. 


At least nine of the dead were 
children. 
Rescue workers dug frantic­ 
ally to reach screaming persons 
trapped beneath the debris. Vol­ 
unteers 
carrying 
picks 
and 


shovels poured into the disaster 
area. 
Officials said at least 37 oth­ 
er persons were injured in the 
blast that touched off fires in 
three adjacent apartment build­ 
ings 
. 
Ambulances and police cars 
screamed through the suburban 
area carrying the injured to 
hospitals. 
The firch sent scores of per­ 


sons—mostly women and chil- 
dren—streaming into the frigid 
morning 
air 
in 
their 
night­ 
clothes. 


Officials could give no imme­ 
diate count of the number of 
persons in the building, which 
is situated in the Montreal sub­ 
urb of Ville La Salle. Many 
husbands had left for work and 
mothers were preparing their 
children for school when the 


explosion 
ripped 
through 
the 
complex at 8:15 a rn. EST, they 
said. 
The explosion touched off a 
fire which swept to three other 
20-unit structures in the apart­ 
ment complex and did consider- 
able damage. 
Officials broadcast urgent ap­ 
peals over Montreal radio sta­ 
tions asking for volunteers to

W. State St. — another neon 
sign, located atop the 10-story 
Hotel Stacy-Trent, has been 
dimmed forever. This could 
well read: “ Trenton Makes . .

For today, the hotel died 
after 43 years — leaving New 
Jersey’s capital city of 14,- 
000 without a major hotel. Its 
demise was brought about by 
spiraling operating costs and 
dwindling income. 


Weekend Mecca 


Once a weekend mecca for 
the landed gentry, city aris­ 
tocrats 
and 
a 
battleground 
for political aspirants, the 250- 
room bankrupt hotel today is 
empty. 


The last customer, a trucker 
who arrived late Friday night, 
checked out at 6 a.m. today 
as the hotel closed its doors— 
forever. 


Only two commercial ten­ 
ants — Radio Station WAAT 
and a barber shop — remain 
in operation. Their future is 
unclear. They are expected to 
move out in 
the 
next 
few 
months. The indoor ramp ga­ 
rage will be kept open if some­ 
one can be found to operate 
it. 


Bankruptcy Petition 


The famed 
hostelry, 
once 
the focal point for some of 
Trenton’s most notable func­ 
tions, was ordered closed after 
it filed a voluntary petition 
for bankruptcy in the summer 
of 1963. 


Sold Conditionally 


The hotel was adjudicated in 
bankruptcy and conditionally 
sold at auction earlier this 
year. The proposed purchaser 
is Cherry Tree Lane, Inc., a 
Philadelphia syndicate, which
